This year we show a net gain of 233, making our total 
membership as of December 31, 1956 - 15,877. This net 
gain makes Aleppo the fourth largest Temple in the 
world. In order to maintain our position in fourth 
place, we must have at least 1,000 candidates to make 
up for losses by deaths, demits and suspensions,

Because of apparent confusion in the minds of some Nobles, we give 
you the following brief procedure and urge that you read it to your Nobles 
and also publish it in your Temple publication in order to acquaint all of 
your Nobility with these facts. 


A NECESSARY BUSINESS PROCEDURE IN HANDLING 
BEQUESTS FOR SHRINERS HOSPITALS FOR 
CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


When notice of an estate benefiting our Shrine charity work is received 
by anyone, such notice should immediately be sent to the Imperial Recorder 
and Secretary who will thereupon obtain a certified copy of the will for our 
permanent records, and furnish copies to the General Counsel and the local 
Board of Governors interested. Thereafter the office of the General Counsel 
will communicate with the executor of the estate, or his attorney, or with 


some local contact who will handle the matter for us. If the estate involves 
the payment of a specific bequest, it will be ascertained whether or not the 
funds are sufficient to pay the bequest in full, and in cooperation with the 
executor we will advise him of our exemption from federal and estate 
taxes. etc. If the estate involves a testamentary trust, or a residuary 
bequest to our organization, or if a specific bequest is abated for some 
reason, then we obtain a copy of the inventory as well as copies of all 
documents relating to the administration of the estate, including a copy 
of the final account and the order of distribution. 


If real property is involved, generally speaking, it passes to our 
organization by operation of law whereupon we may dispose of the same 
unless it is sold by the executor for use in the payment of debts of the 
estate. Where real property is received, the sale thereof is handled through 
the office of the General Counsel upon the approval of the officers of the 
corporation, and in conjunction with the local Board of Governors where 
property is located in close proximity to one of the hospitals, in accordance 
with an established procedure, including the obtaining of competent appraisals 
and full information regarding the property. In connection with securities 
and other personal property, we examine the list of assets and advise with 
the executor and his counsel whether or not the securities or other personal 
property should be sold or distributed to us in kind. All of said information 
is handled through the office of the General Counsel direct with the executor 
or his attorney, or by someone locally representing us in the transaction. 


Distribution is usually made direct to the office of the General Counsel, 
whether it be in items of cash, securities, or other property, and after 
checking same with the final account, it is transferred to the Secretary’s 
office for proper recording on the books and accounts of the Central Office 


and a transfer of such funds to the particular Hospital account to which 
the same may belong. 


_ Only by this procedure is it possible to know accurately, promptly, and 
in detail, whether or not we receive our proper share of the distribution 
of an estate, and to assure all receipts being correctly entered on the books 
and records of the Central Office. Any other method of handling bequests 
not only tends to develop a certain amount of confusion, but also may in 
some instances jeopardize our tax exemption status as a charitable organiza- 
tion. Imperial Officers, Illustrious Potentates of Temples, Recorders, all 
Nobles of the Order, as well as interested parties in banks and trust 
companies, are requested to familiarize themselves with this brief business 
procedure and in the future to notify the office of the Imperial Recorder 
and Secretary immediately upon learning of any estate in which Shriners 
Hospitals for Crippled Children may be interested. 


NOTE TO ALL TEMPLE RECORDERS 


It is suggested that Recorders of all Temples at an early date, when 
an occasion presents itself incident to publication of a meeting notice or 
otherwise, urge the Nobility to bear in mind the provisions of Section 119 
of the Code. 


Article XVI, Section 119, Imperial Council By-Laws: 


Complaints or correspondence from individual Nobles on Im- 
perial Council or Temple matters must be addressed in the first 
instance to the Potentate of the Temple of which the complaining 
Noble is a member, and through him to the Imperial Potentate, 
but a member of the Imperial Council may communicate directly 


with the Imperial Potentate. In case the Potentate of the Temple 
refuses or neglects to forward the communication as herein provided, 
the complainant may transmit the same directly to the Imperial 
Potentate. 


It is directed that General Orders No. 2 be read to the Nobility of 
each Temple at the first Session following its receipt and record of the 
same made upon the minutes of the Session at which it is read.

By General Orders No. 3, 1955-1956 Series, supplemented by General 
Orders No. 3, 1956-1957 Series, officers of Temples were directed to operate 
under strict budgetary controls prepared annually in advance and to set up 
the books and records of the Temple in accordance with approved accounting 
practices, as evidenced by the Uniform Chart of Accounts prepared by the 
Imperial Recorder and furnished the Recorder of each Temple, so that the 
records of all subordinate Temples, Shrine Clubs, and/or other organizations 
or corporations, established to perform collateral functions for Temple mem- 


bers incident to the business of our fraternity, would be maintained in a 
uniform manner, 


_ Tt has come to my attention that full compliance with these Orders and 
Edicts, approved by the Imperial Council, is not being given by Temple 


borne and therefore it is necessary to issue the following supplementary 
orders ; 


(1) Potentates and Recorders are forthwith directed to adopt the Uni- 
form Chart of Accounts and furnish the Imperial Recorder’s office with a 
copy of the budget and an audited report of financial condition of the Temple 
and all other organizations and clubs, whether incorporated or not, perform- 
ing collateral functions for the ‘Temple, within thirty days after the close of 
each calendar year. 


(2) The incoming Potentate or Potentate-elect, immediately upon 
assuming the office, shall cause to be prepared, unless same has been prepared 
in advance, a budget of the expenses estimated to be incurred during his term 
of office and shall submit same to the membership of the Temple for 
approval at the earliest possible date, but in no case later than thirty days 
after his election to office. Said budget shall make no commitments for 
expenditures greater than the best and most accurate estimate possible of the 
annual income of the Temple, and any increase in the budgeted expenses, 
after approval and adoption of the budget by the members of the Temple, 
shall likewise be submitted to the membership for approval and supplemental 
appropriation at a regular or special meeting duly called, after due notice 
thereof, before any part of the increase can be used or expended. 


(The effect of this instruction is to encourage the adoption of the budget 
at an annual meeting. ‘There is provision for adoption 30 days after the 
newly elected Potentate takes office. Such Temples having but 4 stated 
meetings a year, and who have not adopted a budget at the annual meeting 
are required to hold a special meeting within 30 days after the annual meet- 
ing to adopt a budget.)
